Messrs. Editors .—Nothing of spe- 
cial interest has transpired in Con- 
gress for the last several days, though 
a somewhat animated discussion has 
been going on in the Senate relative 
to the payment of the interest on the 
3.65 bonds issued by the Commission - 
ers of this District, who, it is alleged, 
have greatly exceeded their authority 
in the issuing of thesame,having gone 
much beyond the amount contem- 
plated by Congiess. There is every 
reason to believe that these amounts 
will not be paid until a thorough ex- 
amination into the acts of these Com- 
niissioners shall develope the exact 
status of affairs. From present ap- 
pearances it does not appear that the 
people of the District have gained 
very much by substituting these offi- 
cers for ** Boss”? Shepherd and the de- 
funct Board of Public Works, aud I 
don’t think more could well be said 
ou the subject. The ‘‘Boss,’’ howev- 
er, s-ems to be enjoying himself and 
making bis friends comfortable out 
of the meagre sums he was able to 
sive from his salary While in office.
